Hospital  Accommodation:-- 

Occasionally  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  admission 
of  cases  to  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  This  of  course  is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  neighbouring  Authorities  require  or  reserve  the  beds 
for  their  own_  areas. 

The  scheme  proposed  by  the -Mid-Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital 
Board  for  the  erection  of  a modern  Isolation  Hospital  has  unfortunately 
been  postponed  owing  to  the-  war,  but  an  alternative,  though  modified 
Scheme  is  nearing  completion,  I refer  to  the  Wissage  Scheme.

REPORT  ON  THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

April  1st.  1940  to  March  51  st.  194-1. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  a report  on  the 
cleansing  work  carried  out  under  my  control  for  the  year 
1 9^0-41  for  the  whole  of  the  district. 


Staff. 

The  first  month  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  2 
Loader-Drivers  and  9 Loaders  and  1 Tip  Maintenance  man. 

From  7th  May,  194-0,  an  additional  10  cubic  yard  vehicle 
came  into  operation  and  the  staff  was  increased  to  9 Loader- 
Drivers,  9 Loaders,  1 man  employed  in  the  Salvage  Depot  and 
1 man  employed  on  whole  time  Tip  Maintenance,  making  a total 
of  14-. 

Labour  has  been  very  irregular  during  the  year  and  the 
labour  available  has  not  been  of  the  same  quality  which  is 
normally  available,  as  older  men  have  had  to  be  employed. 

Considerable  one  man  hours  have  been  lost  through  sickness, 
the  total  amount  of  one  man  days  lost  through  sickness  has  been 
312  days  during  the  year.  The  total  expenditure  incurred  through 
Sick  Pay  paid  to  men  whilst  off  work  since  the  Council’s  Scheme 
was  inaugurated  has  been  £76.  14.  8d. 

Although  12  men  are  shown  to  be  the  normal  team  on  Refuse 
Collection  work  employed  on  the  vehicles  it  has  very  frequently 
been  less  than  this  owing  to  men  being  off  through  sickness, 
through  leaving  the  Council’s  employment  and  their  vacancies 
not  being  readily  filled  or -the  men  not  returning  to  work  for  some 
time  and  temporary  labour  not  being  available  to  replace  men 
temporarily  absent. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  work  involved  has  been  considerably 
increased  by  Salvage  operations. 

I desire  to  express  appreciation  of  the  regular  attendance 
of  the  drivers  and  particularly  of  the  Senior  Driver,  Mr.  W.  Talbot.
